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The League on Trial. 


Britain, France, and Italy have ¢om- 
pleted their arrangements for the transport 
of reinforcements to Upper Silesia. 
According to a semi-official message from 
Berlin, the troops will entrain at Mayence 
to-morrow, and their journey through 
German territory will be effected as 
quietly and as quickly as possible. The 
inhabitants of the districts through which 
the two British battalions and the French 
brigade will pass have been warned that 
they must abstain from demonstrations, 
and that any breach of the peace will be 
followed -by severe punishment. Two 
days after the treops have arrived in 
Upper Silesia the Council of the League 
of Nations will discuss the fate of that 
unhappy area. The Couccil consists of 
the representatives of Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan, Belgium, Brazil, China, 
and Spain, and the arrangements for 
its meeting are virtually complete. 
If the usual course is followed, Mr. 
Wellington Koo, the Chinese Minister to 
St. James's, will preside.. Mr. Koo is, 
perhaps, the youngest of Ministers Pleni- 
potentiary in the world. When only twenty- 
four years of age he was a member of the 
Chinese Delegation’ at the Peace Confer- 
ence, whére his remarkable range of 
knowledge and his talent for presenting 
the essential points of complicated 
problems made a deep impression upon 
the Allied statesmen. As chairman of the 
Council he wil! occupy a povition of great 
honour and authority, as well as of 
responsibility. Nobody doubts that his 
abilities are equal to the task; but cer- 
tainly it will be a strange spectacle—a 
Chinaman presiding over an arbitration 
board in a European dispute. 

The methods which the Council may 
employ in the straightening of the Silesian 
tangle are the subject of keen debate. 
Oertain French newspapers assert that it 
must rely upon its own resources and| that 
it cannot seek outside assistance. On the 
other hand, Mr. Lloyd George. indi¢ated 
last week that the Council would he! free 
to adopt whatever measures it thaught 
desirable; and he hinted that a trifunal 
of international jurists might be nomi- 
nated. Viscount Ishii, the acting chairc- 
man, holds the same view, and he made 
the position perfectly clear in the letter 
which he wrote to M. Briand in accepting 
the commission on behalf of the League. 
[le understood, he said, that the matter 
was committed to the League “ without 
reservation or restriction,’’ and that the 
League would have an absolutely | free 
hand in dealing with it. There = be 
no doubt that he was right in insisting 
upon those g@nditions. Without them the 
League's d rations would degenerate 
into a farce--they wonld be a more! echo 
of the controversies of the Foreign Offices. 
It is certain that the Council will be! com- 
pelled to seek the advice of a new body 
of experts and jurists before it can divide 
the disputed territory on an equitable 
basis. The existing reports of experts can 
be of little service to it. “The second re- 
port, which was issued on the 10th linst., 
simply made confusion worse confounded. 
The experts decided to group in various 
blocks communes which, for ecanomic and 
topographical reasons, could not he 
divided. Then they ruled that*the) fron- 
tier, however drawn, should not cut across 
any of the groups thus marked. | They 
pointed out that the various blocks were 
bound to one another by bonds of vgriable 
importance ; but they were unable to agree 
about the extent to which those bonds 
would constitute an obstacle in the tracing 
of a frontier which would separate one of 
the blocks from the others. It is obvious 
that the League must have expert ad- 
visers, and that its’ advisers must adopt a 
new procedure. 

In the technical sense the League of 
Nations has no authority to decide the 
Silesian problem, and it has been sug- 
gested that Germany or Poland might re- 
fuse to recognise its jurisdiction. | There 
is nothing in the point. The Supreme 
Council has not asked the League for a 
“decision, but for a “ recommendatieon.’”’ 
It can accept a resolution that has been 
adopted by a ‘majority, bat it is to be 
hoped that the delegates at Geneva will 
find it possible to submit an unanimous 
resolution. It may seem improbable that 
this hope will be fulfilled. The League 
Council is merely the Supreme Council 
enlarged by the inclusion. of Belgium, 
Spain, China, and Brazil, and one might 
suppose that its members would be in- 
fluenced by exactly the same sentiments 
as their colleagues in Paris. In that event 
a divided vote would be inevitable. It 
would be a case of Britain, Italy, and 
Japan on one side, and France on the 
other. Everything depends upon the way 
in which the envoys comport themselves. 
They must approach their task in 4 truly 
international spirit ; their temper must be 
judicial, not patriotic. If they cannot 
forget their national interests their meet- 
ing will be held in vain. It behoves the 
various Governments concerned to sh 
this upon their representatives and to 
abstain from giving them precise in 
structions Before the League of Nations 
can act properly the members (of 
Council must rid themselves of national 
prepossessions and rivalries and| steel! 
themselves to work with perfect |impar- 
tiality. Their, handling of the Silesian 
question will be the “acid test’ of their 
capacity in that direction. Given the right 
atmosphere, there can be no doubt}that a 
just solution of the problem whith has 
defied the Supreme Council and threatened 
the solidarity of the Hntente will be found. 
The League has not merely been called 
upon to decide between the claims ol 
Germany and Poland, but to give evidence 
of its efhciency as an instrumént. for 
ministering to the common welfare, Next 
week's deliberations, in fact, will con. 
stitute its trial. |

cruited by Spain has given the British 
public almost a personal interest in the 
Spanish débdcle in Morocco. At first sight 
the whole affair might seem to be rather 
trivial from the European standpoint. 
Nevértheless, far greater issues are in- 
volved in it than the position of Spain 
on the African Continent, and the 
interests bath of France and Britain are 
likely to Le‘ affected very seriously unless 
Spanish prestige can be restored in the 
near future. Morocco’s history has been 
very stormy, and neither France Hor by 
has been particularly dada’ 
attempts to pacify it. The Angl Fre rh 
agreement of 1904, followed by the Franco- 
Spanish pact i divided 
the territory between France anil Spain, 
and, as this arrangement did {not suit 
Germany's book, the Conference of 
Algeciras was held two yea after- 
wards. After much diplomatic " hokeogale 
cornering’’ and several expensive cam- 
paigns, a Franco-Moroccan Treaty in 1912 
established a French Protectorate, and in 
1913 France made a treaty with Spain 
which settled once and for all the long: 
standing dispute between the two white 


Powers in regard to their respective zones. 
Since that time the French Foreign Legion 
has managed to keep something like order 
in Morocco proper, and the native troops 
did some excellent work in the war. The 
Spaniards, however, acting up to their 
traditional policy of. “ manana,” have 
allowed their authority to slip out of their 
grasp. They postponed action time and 
again, when a decisive step might have 
consolidated their position, and now they 
are lamenting their rout by the Riffs at 
Melilla. Their defeat was crushing and 
absolute, and, apparently, they have little 
hope of recovering their supremacy with- 
out outside aid. Our London Correspondent 
tells us that there is a movement on foot 
to bring about an entente between France 
and Spain for the purpose of taking joint 
action in Morocco, and only by some such 
expedient is King Alfonso likely to re- 
establish his power in that troublesome | 
land.. The Spanish reverse is bound to 
react on France and Britain, both of whom 
have large Mohammedan colonies. If the 
Riffs can beat the “white man” in 
Moroceo, why cannot the Moors beat him 
in Algiers, the Egyptians in’ Egypt, the 
Arabs in Mesopotamia or Palestine, and 
even the Indians in India? Morally, 
Spain’s defeat may have very far-reaching 
effects throughout Islam, and France, at 
any rate, is not likely to allow her 
neighbour's prestige to be destroyed within 
a stone s throw of her own Protectorate. 
Britain s interest in the matter is more 
remote, although hardly less real, and 
there is little doubt that Spain will be 
encouraged to reassert her authority with 
the least possible delay. In. the mean 
while, however, adventuresome young 
Britons who think that they see a chance 
of a romantic career in the Spanish 
Foreign Legion will be well advised to 
remain at home The Riffs are very 
doughty adversaries, and life in a foreign 
army is anything but pleasant. Fighting 
Spain's battles, especially in Morocco, 1s 
likely to be a very thankless task, and 
wise men, even if the industrial outlook

In the Southern Dublin Police Court yester- 
day, before Mr. Cooper, K.C., James O'Neill, 
Marino Villa, Malahide road, Dublin, was 
charged by Deteciive Sergeants Killeen, Mahon, 
and Donnelly with haying conspired, with four 
other men not in custody, and with the robbery, 
while armed with revolvers, of £1,337 7s. 6d. 
from the offices of Messrs, Boland’s, Lid., at

Gerald Mooney, a vanman in the employment 
of Messrs, Dalait’a, deneribed how on Batur- 
day might, 25th June,, when counting his money 
afier the day’s delivery of bread along with 
another driver they heard a voice behind them 
say; “ Hands up!” and on turning round saw 
two men pointing revolvers at them. The van- 
men had between £168 and £169 in their charge. 
The raiders broke the telephone and took the 
money. While one of the men covered the 
vanmen with his revolver the other went into 
the cashier’s office, and left a few minutes after- 
wardg with a third man.. The men were not dis- 
guised, dnd had Bicycles in the yard. He saw 
the prisoner with packets of silver in his hands. 

Hugh Gaynor, another vanman, gave evidence 
bearing out that given by the other witness. 
He further said that he saw rolls of notes and 
packets of silver pushed out through the cash 
window. The witness next made a rush and 
escaped across a wall, and when he saw a 
crowd of men standing at the corner he shouted 
‘* Robbers.”” He was told to “shut up” by a 
man armed with a revolver. Witness grappled 
with this man, and was helped by another man. 
The man with the revolver shouted “ Peter’ 
several times, and another man who wae also 
armed eame from Canal street and made the 
men release their prisoner. He identified the 
prisoner as one of the men that he saw in the 
yard. ho

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURE. 

Mr. Thomas asked for the figures of the in- 
come of the railways for the years 1913-20, 
The rates for the interval between those years 
would have been increased, and they would 
like to see the figures relating to the incomes, 

Mr. Keogh said that, while the expenditure 
increased per cent., the receipts were up 
96 per cent. 

aving analysed various items of expenditure 
of the railways, Mr. Keogh came to the wages 
bills. The railway companies, he _ declared, 
were not out to sweat their men. .They were 
not out unnecegarily to cut down wages. They 
realised the good work that their men had 
done, and believed they would continue to do, 
whatever the wages may be. be realised 
that and appreciated it. They realised that 
the worker was worthy of his hire, and it was 
simply the stern necessity of the absence of 
pounds, shillings, and pence that drove the 
railways to seek reductions in the rates of 
wages and the cancellation of those conditions 
which were not only onerous but costly. There 
were certain conditions of service which so 
largely inflated the wages of the companies that 
they must either go or the wage rates must stil] 
further come down. They could not continue 
to work under these costly conditions and pay 
high rates. He thought it would be agreed 
that the amount of wages must be limited by 
the financial capacity, and one of their great 
difficulties was the vastly different financial 
capacity of the various unite constituting the 

Irish railways. But that the general principle 
must apply must be admitted. á gave 
examples of the cutting down of railway facili- 
ties owing to the companies being unable to 
undergo the expenditure which would be ren- 
dered necessary were the companies to keep up 
a full service under the eight hours’ day. He 
submitted that where work wae slack there was 
no justification for imposing on a company 
the burden of adding to its etaff men 
rendered necessary only by the imposition of 
those short hours.

THE SYSTEM OF STANDARDISATION. 

On-resuming after luncheon, Mr. Keogh said 
that standardisation obviously applied to rates 
of pay. It also applied to some extent, but 
only to a limited extent, to conditions of ser- 
vice. As interpreted under the control agree- 
ment it meant that conditions of service on a 
standard were applied throughout the entire 
railway system of the United Kingdom. The 
system of standardisation was absolutely wrong. 
Through it, as applied to wages, men lost incen- 
tive in their work because, provided a man was 
not dismissed—and railway companies were not 
fond of, dismissal—if he managed to keep his 
job for a certain length of time he automati- 
cally reached the highest standard of wages. 

In concluding his statement, Mr. Keogh said 
that the question was not whether there should 
be an eight-hour day or whether an eight-hour 
day should be universal on everyone of the 
twenty-four railways irrespective of the nature 
of the work or the circumstances and conditions. 
If the tribunal held, as he hoped they must, 
that a universal eight-hour day was wholly un- 
called for, then it would be for the companies to 
prepare their schemes, and, if possible, to agree 
with their friends on the other side. If they 
could not agree, to come back to that tribunal 
to ask its decision on the details. Similarly 
as regards standardisation, if a hard and fast 
standard was to apply, it meant that the G.S. 
and W.R. conditions, for instance, were to be 
observed on the Tralee and Dingle Railway. 
If, on the other hand, it was agreed that 
universal standardisation was not applicable to 
Ireland then it would be up to the companies 
again to prepare their scheme. 

Replying to the Chaifman, Mr. Keogh said 
that in pre-war days an eight-hour day was 
worked in a few important signal cabins and 
busy shunting yards. He was not aware of an 
eight-hour day operating in any locomotive yard. 

Mr. Thomas, M.P., said that the same condi- 
tions applied in England as in Ireland as far 
as hours weré concerned during pre-war days. 

EVIDENCE FROM CORK. 

Mr. Good, General Manager of the Cork, 
Blackrock and Passage Railway, giving evidence, 
said that the railway was faced with the prob- 
lem of finding £15,900 in order to pay working 
expenses and Debenture interest. Their income 
was £45,000, and the working expenses, apart 
from Debenture interest, amounted to £52.000. 
The wages in 1913 amounted to £9,897, and in 
1920 to £40,288. During Government control 
the staff was increased 31 per cent., and the 
number of miles actually run by 40 per cent. 
The witness gave instances of the working of the 
eight-hours’ day system. There were eleven 
trains running each way in 1913 and now there 
were enly eight trains each way, and in the 
intervals between them the men were practically 
idie. The witness gave as an instance of the 
inflexibilit¢ of the eight-hours’ day the fact 
that the company had to find uneconomic em- 
ployment for two drivers and two firemen. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Thomas, M.P., the 
witness estimated the deficit at £15,000. 

It requires £15,000 more to pay a fair divi- 
dend? We want to reduce the expenditure by 
£15,900 to pay our way—not to pay a dividend. 
The sum of £15,000 was not based on hypo- 
thetical estimates. 

Are you charging farmers the same to-day as 
in 1913? 1 have added 75 per cent. to the 
1913 figures. The railways were affected by 
the exceptional conditions prevailing in Ireland, 
but witness had given reasonable figures as to 
what the revenue of the company should be, 
even allowing for the state of the country. 

Therefore, you are faced with the difficulty 
of finding £15,000 from somewhere in order to 
meet general charges? Yes. 

And you submit to the Court that your diffi- 
culties are increased by standardisation? By 
the eight-hours’ day and conditions of service. 

And you have given as instances four men 
who only work a six-hours’ day for five days in 
the week? I have given two cases—two drivers 
and two firemen doing six hours per day for 
five days employed in uneconomical work, and 
two drivers and two firemen who work for four 
days at uneconomical work in the shops. ~ 

You have no objection to the principle of 
standardisation, it is on finance you object -- 
if you had the money to give you would give 
it? Certainly, everyone in the room would be 
delighted to give it if they could afford it. 


THE DUBLIN AND SOUTH-EASTERN LINE. 

Mr. George M‘Donald, Superintendent of the 
Line of the D. and 8.E. Railway, said that the 
total mileage of the railway was 152 miles—132 
miles of single track and 34 miles of double 
track. At the head there was a heavy suburban 
passenger traffic, and at the tail, below Grey- 
stones, the railway eerved a thinly populated 
country. The working conditions at the head 
were totally different from those at the tail. 
During pre-war days they employed 898 men, 
and Government control meant the addition of 
150 extra men. In 1914 the company’s gross 
receipts were £284,820, and the gross expendi- 
ture was £174,735. The balance, after paying 
fixed charges, was £35,610. In 1920 the grose 
receipts were £547,661, and the gross expendi- 
ture £573.504, and the deficit balance, after 
paying fixed charges, was £117,655. The effect 
of an eight-hour day was that additional men 
had to be taken on at practically all stations, 
and that the public convenience, as far as 
goods stores an parcel offices, was considerably 
curtailed. Under pre-control conditions they 
were able to effect economy and give better 
facilities to the public. |

PORTADOWN MEN’S PROTEST. 

A largely attended meeting of the Portadown 
Branch of the National Union of Railwaymen 
was held on Monday night in the Temperance 
Hall under the presidency of Mr. Andrew Robin- 
son. Addresses outlining the present position 
of affairs in connection with the Irish railways 
were deliveréd by Mr. Cushena and Mr. Donald- 
son. of the Irish Council. On the motion of Mr. 
John Barbour, seconded by Mr. Joseph Crowie, 
the followin resolution was unanimously 
adopted :—‘‘ That, having heard the siatement of 
the Irish Gouncil, we, the members of the Porta- 
down Branch, N.U. in special meeting as- 
sembled, having perused the recent circular 
issued by their employers, the directors and 
management of the Great Northern Railway 
Company, most emphatically protest against the 
violation of the national agreement by this com- 
pany. The company’s ‘circular and the Press 
proclaim that wages will not be interfered with 
until 1922, yet overtime rate has been reduced 
in some cases 50 per cent., with the addition of 
two hours’ duty, which must necessarily mean 
a reduction in wages. The company admit that 
we are Joyal servants, and we consider that this 
gross violation of the national agreement is 
an unjust reward for our services. We hereby 
resolve to inform our Executive that we refuse 
to accept the terms as offered, and call upon 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., to withdraw the 
National Union of Railwaymen labour from the 
company until the national agreement is upheld ; 
and. further, that any terms submitted to us 
by this company will only be accepted through 
the Irish Council Executive of our Union for 
consideration.”’

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ATHLONE SAWMILLS GUTTED,

DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT £10,000. 

At about 12.30 yesterday morning a fire broke 
out in the extensive saw mills of Messrs. P. 
Lyster and Son, Athlone, and, despite the efforts 
of the military and town fire brigades, were 
completely burned. At one o'clock a tongue of 
flame was noticed by a member of the _— 
Irish Constabulary issuing from the mill. é 
raised the alarm, and all the available members 
of the force quickly turned out. hen the fire 
brigades and helpers arrived they found, that 
there was no water in the mains. Owing to the 
coal shortage, the Urban Council recently made 
an emergency order cutting off the water supply 
from 11 a.m. to 5 a.m. By the time intimation 
of the fire was received at the Waterworks, and 
the pumping engines had been started, over an 
hour elapsed. In the meantime the fire 
had made great headway. Tongues of flame shot 
into the air, and it looked as if the adjoinin 
buildings in Abbey street and Excise stree 
would be involved. The brigade men drew 
water from the River Shannon, two hundred 
yards away, by the aid of bucketa, and from 
rain barrels in yards of adjoining houses, The 
furniture in Messrs. Behan’s and Shine’s houses, 
adjoining, was removed with a view to demolish- 
ing those two houses nearest to the mill to pre- 
vent the remaining houses in the street — 
destroyed. Before the work of demolition ha 
been long in operation a plentiful supply of 
water was available, and the fire was confined 
to the saw mills. A large hay shed, stables, 
and motor garage at the back of the mill was 
also gutted. These were the property of the 
local branch of the Irish National Foresters, 
and. but for the efforts of the members, their 
spacious hall at Fry place, would have been 
destroyed. 

The camage to the mill, which is covered by 
insurance, is estimated at £10,000. The damage 
to the vther buildings is estimated at about

THE DANGER OF SECURITY. 


— 


Writing in-the Westminster Gazctte, “A Civil 
Servant” says:—In the fierce assaults which 
have been hurled recently against the Civil 
Service much has been made of the security 
of tenure. It has been taken for granted that 
the Civil Servant enjoys this so-called privilege, 
and basks in it as in the sunshine. It has an 
obverse side, however. It is not merely an act 
of banevolence towards the Civil Servant, but 
it is an act of protection on the part of the 
State. No matter how able the Civil Servant 
may be. once he arrives at forty years of age 
he finds a mill-stone round his neck. He sur- 
renders a vested interest in security if he takes 
another post. Years of security have given him 
« timidity which he frankly recognises, buat 
which he is too timid to lay aside. He comes to 
imagine that everyone who is not in the Civil 
Service is in the process of being discharged. He 
does not recognise that there is ample security 
for every worker, of every grade, who is in 
employment, if he is worth retaining. He is 
sheltered from the shadow of unemployment, 
true enough, but he is not sheltered from the 
surrender of posts in his department, nor con- 
sequently from the attenuation of promotion. 
Security is the safeguard of the moderately 
competent. It is a tyranny to the really com- 
petent It holds the best men, with their 
experience, to the service of the State at a 
moderate reward. There is a greater chance in 
the outside world of becoming a millionaire 
than there in the Civil Service of becoming 
a threethousand man. It is truc that the 
Civil Servant may be pensioned, but to be laid 
aside is not the highest ambition of everyone 
In criticising the Civil Service, therefore, 1 
might be as well to look more deeply into this 
matter of security. Even pensions have two 
vides, like most other things. A thousand motor 
cars passed through my village in one hour on 
Sunday. and it may be accepted that not half 
a dozen belong to Civil Servants, and fewer to 
pensioned Civil Servants. Mr. Gladstone laid 
emphasis upon the process of secuting ' the best 
brains of the Universities for the service of the 
people.” It is an irony that the “ best brains ” 
should be expected to be grateful because they 
escape the workhouse.

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DOMINION OR REPUBLIC. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

‘S1r,—Do Sinn Fein Republicans fully recog- 
nise that the granting of an Irish Republic 
would bring about a complete and final parti- 
tion of Ireland? If Great Britain admits the 
right of Ireland to secede from the British 
Commonwealth of Nations she cannot, and will 
not, deny to North-Eastern Ulster the right to 
choose her destiny. 

No sane person can doubt that the six Nor- 
thern counties would choose the status of a 
self-governing Dominion under the British flag 
in preference to the most tempting offer an 
Irish Republic could frame of autonomy under 
the gold, white, and green. 

Such a decision would be irrevocable, and 
with it would perish the last hope of a united 
Ireland.— Yours, etc., “ Non-Party.”

POSTAL CHARGES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—The “ false economy” of increasing the 
postal charges in order to increase the revenue, 
as referred to in your leading article on Tues- 
day, was a foregone conclusion in the opinion of 
many business men. I am specially concerned 
with regard to the increase from $d. to ld. 
postage for printed circulars, however light in 
weight, and although there must be many firms 
very much more largely concerned in this 
respect than myself, I give below briefly how it 
will affect my business, also, incidentally, the 
gai trade, and cause loss of revenue to the 
ost Office :—(1) Up to the present by id. post 
I have posted 15,000 to 30,000 price lists five 
times a year. (2) At the postage of ld. each it 
will not pay me to continue, and I shall probably 
circulate my price lists not more than once a 
year at ld, each postage. (3) I estimate this will 
mean an average of 50,000 to 75,000 fewer in- 
coming letters and postcards im response to 
above circulars per annum. (4) A corresponding 
decrease in outgoing letters and parcels. How 
could the Post Office be placed on a paying 
footing by increasing the postal rates, which 
cripple businesses dependent on postal services, 
thus reducing immensely postal revenue derived

DEAR FISH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sixn,—In a letter under the heading “ Dear 
Fish,” in your igsue of yesterday's date, 
“ Citizen’ wants to know who is to blame for 
the fact that, while there is such a glut of 
herrings that they are being dumped into the 
sea at, Howth, they are costing 3d. each in 
Dublin. The answer is: “ The middlemen and 
the retailers.” Were it not for the rapacity of 
the dealers, fish. fruit, and vegetables would be 
well within the reach of the poorest of the pcor, 
and milk would be from 3 to SO per cent. 
cheaper than it is. 

Here are the proofs :—(1) While fish is fetch- 
ing exorbitant prices in inland towns, and Is 
still dear at fishing towns, it is either thrown 
into the sea or ploughed in as manure just 
because retailers will not lower their prices. 
(2) I have been offered 28. per cwt. for pears 
when there was a glut, and yet they were being 
sold in the town five miles away at ld. each, or 
4d. per lb. The price would not pay for the 
picking and carting, and they dropped off the 
trees and were eaten by the pigs. I have left 
strawberries unpicked or allowed neighbours’ 
children to carry away al] they wanted for the 
same reason. A man in Wicklow sold French 
beans in a shop where they were immediately 
though he was only paid 
4d. He has since been offered 2d. per Ib. (5) 
When the wholesale (controlled) price of milk 
was 1s. 8d. per gallon, and the retail price 2s. 
8d., a local bai steward advertised “ milk for 
sale” in your columns. (This was in 1918.) He 
received nearly a score of letters and three 
telegrams offering him prices ranging from Is. 
10d. to 2s. 2d. per gallon. 

Similar instances might be quoted ad nauseam, 
and all go to prove that until the middleman is 
eliminated and the retailer receives a sharp 
lesson both the producer and the consumer must 
suffer. Take the French beans, for instance. 
lf the grower was sure of 6d. re lb. in the 
early part of the season he would gladly grow 
a pe supply. If they were sold at Sd. per 
lb. the demand would be doubled or trebled. 
2d. per tb. profit should be more than enough— 
even for a greengrocer.—Yours, etc.,

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THE ** SPORT” BANK. 


COLLAPSE OF KARL KOHEN’S 
VENTURE. 

The collapse of the Kar! Kohen Sport Bank, 
which has been followed by a general declara- 
tion of insolvency by rival concerns, will pro- 
bably lead to a series of prosecutions (saye the 
Berlin Correspondent of the Morning Post). 
Karl Kohen, it appears, not long ago kept a 
small barber’s shop, in connection with which 
he ran a tipeter bookmaking business. This 
was so profitable that he formed a banking con- 
cern, offering enormous rates of interest on 
money deposited, which the bank was to earn 
by operating on the Turf. 
clients and forty agencies in different German 
cities. 

The bank’s method was the old simple one. 
Clients were promised 50 per cent. every two 
months on the sums deposited. For a time in- 
terest was paid, naturally out of deposited 
capital. Kohen’s imitators competed with him 
in a plain, straightforward fashion by offering 
twice as much. Quite lately Kohen had in- 
vested for himself some millions of marks on a 
villa residence in the woods near Berlin, and 
an estate also close to the capital, Hé is now 
endeavouring to persuade hie creditors to ac- 
cept stock in another financial emterprise of the 
same kind as the Sport Bank in heu of the 
money with which they entrusted him. 

It is pointed out that the legal position is 
obscure, as the clients were told that_the profits 
were to be earned by betting on the Turf, and 
should it be held that the banks were avowedly 
nothing more than gambling concerns the debts 
would not be valid in law. 


THE KING AS DEERSTALKER.

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The King, during his stay at Balmoral, will 
stalk the Royal forests, doubtiess with success, 
as he is ae much at home with the rifle as with 
the gun; and this is saying a good deal, for aa a 
game shot King George is justly accounted to be 
amongst the five best in Europe, the others 
being Prince Duleep Singh, Lord Ripon, Lord 
Walsingham, and Mr. R. Rimington-Wilson, 
The prospects in the Royal corries, it ie re- 
ported, are exceedingly favourable this year, 
and it will not be altogether surprising should 
the King beat his individual record of 1909, 
when, in a single week's stalk, out of twenty- 
two stags accounted for, no fewer than thirteen, 
averaging l4st., fell to his own rifle. 

It is not only in the Royal forests that the 
outlook for deerstalkers is particularly bright 
this season. Throughout, the North and West 
of Seotland, where the principal deer forests 
lie, the red deer are reported to be in larger 
numbers than for many’ vears past. The mild, 
open winter was altogether in their favour. 
They found in their favourite haunts all the 
natural pasture they needed, and as a result of 
the genial spring weather which followed there 
was little mortality, Helped, too, by the won- 
derful summer, they advanced in condition 
very rapidly, and few, if any, foresters can 
recollect them being so forward as they are to- 
day, for deer generally have practically shed 
the ‘‘ velvet,”’ and in respect both of haunch 
and of antler they are ready for the rifle.
